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WARRANT  FOR  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 


GREETINGS; 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  to  meet  in  the  Dr. 
Frederick  N.  Sweetsir  School  in  Merrimac  on  May  1,  1989  at  8:00  PM  to  act 
on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  compensation 
of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  41,  Section  108  as  amended;  Moderator,  Town  Clerk,  Three  Selectmen, 
Three  Assessors,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  Three  Commissioners 
of  Municipal  Light,  Three  Water  Commissioners,  Three  Sewer  Commissioners, 
and  raise,  appropriate  or  transfer  sums  of  money  therefore  and  to  determine  sums 
of  money  to  be  raised,  or  transferred  to  defray  the  necessary  and  usual  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  Fiscal  Year  commencing  July  1 ,  1989  and  make 
appropriations  for  the  same,  said  sums  of  money  so  raised,  appropriated  or 
transferred  to  be  expended  for  specific  purposes  to  be  voted;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.  Passed 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  July  1,  1989  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  44,  Section  17;  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  Passed 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  from 
the  Electric  Light  Operating  Balance,  said  money  to  be  used  by  the  Assessors 
with  the  estimated  receipts  to  fix  the  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July 
1,  1989;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  from 
the  sale  of  Cemetery  lots,  such  sum  or  part  thereof,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees  for  the  “Care,  Improvement,  and  Embellish¬ 
ment  of  said  Cemeteries,  according  to  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
114,  Section  14  and  section  25;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. Passed 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  dog  license  fees  collected 
during  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1989  to  the  Merrimac  Public  Library 
as  provided  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  172;  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto.  Passed 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  benefits  provided  under 
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Chapter  760,  Acts  of  1960,  “An  act  providing  State  aid  for  Free  Public  Libraries’’, 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto  Passed 


ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  Sanitary  Landfill  for  fiscal  year  1990;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.  Passed 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  pay  Haley  and  Ward  Engineer¬ 
ing  Company  for  services  of  supervision  and  inspection  of  sanitary  landfill  for 
the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1 ,  1989;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  perform  duties  and  incur  expenses  relating  to  any  equalization  or  revaluation 
of  the  Town;  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  hire  themselves  at  the  rate 
of  $10.00  per  hour  and  to  hire  such  other  necessary  assistance  as  the  Board  of 
Assessors  may  deem  necessary  or  convenient;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.

Protective  services,  legal  advice,  tax  assistance,  eye  screening,  poditry,  food 
surplus,  noon  meals,  Meals  on  Wheels,  rides  to  medical  appointments  and  grocery 
shopping  are  offered. 

The  “Centerpiece”  newsletter  is  the  product  of  volunteer  Seniors  who  meet 
at  the  center,  the  Whittier  Vo-Tech  students  and  many  financial  sponsors. 

Activities  such  as  line  dancing,  basketry,  quilting,  bingo,  knitting,  crocheting 
and  oil  painting  are  held  weekly. 

Extensive  work  such  as  vinyl  covering  of  all  wood,  a  new  outside  ramp,  in¬ 
side  painting  and  rug  cleaning  and  re-alignment  were  paid  for  by  town  funding 
and  Formula  Grant  monies.

Nutritional  Project. 

Janet  MacLeod  has  been  added  to  our  staff  as  a  receptionist,  she  will  do 
secretarial  work,  as  well  as  assisting  in  the  handling  of  activities  here  at  the  Center. 

Senior  Center  Director,  Romaine  Ingham  has  been  appointed  to  represent 
Merrimac,  on  the  Board  of  Directors  to  Elder  Services,  serving  Merrimack  Valley. 
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This  Annual  Report  highlights  the  accomplishments  of  the  Council  On  Ag¬ 
ing  and  illustrates  the  efforts  put  forth  by  many  people  attempting  to  meet  the 
needs  of  seniors  in  a  responsible  way. 

The  Council  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  3  p.m.  at  the 
Senior  Center.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
MERRIMAC  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  present  herewith  their  113th 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1989. 

At  the  outset  of  our  report,  the  Trustees  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  the  taxpayers  of  Merrimac.  generally,  and  the  patrons  of  the  Library, 
particularly,  for  their  continued  support.  As  one  of  the  most  active  and  dynamic 
departments  within  town  government  it  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  our  ser¬ 
vices  are  being  utilized  so  fully  by  all  sectors  of  our  population. 

Early  in  the  summer  it  became  apparent  that  our  twenty  year-old  air  condi¬ 
tioning  system  was  in  need  of  major  repair.  After  much  consultation  and  expert 
analysis,  it  was  decided  to  repair  the  downstairs  unit  and  add  to  it  a  separate  and 
new  unit  for  the  upstairs.  The  project  was  completed  by  the  end  of  August.  A 
local  firm  was  hired  to  do  the  work.  The  Merrimac  taxpayer  should  be  pleased 
to  know  that  the  total  expense,  just  over  $5,000,  was  paid  from  the  trust  funds 
of  our  esteemed  benefactor  Thomas  Howard  Hoyt,  Esq.  (1849-1923). 

Another  major  project  during  the  year  was  the  installation  of  a  complete  fire 
alarm  system  which  is  connected  to  the  Merrimac  fire  station.  At  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  in  May,  $7,500  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  Specifications  were 
prepared  in  the  summer,  bid  requests  were  advertised  in  the  local  paper,  and  the 
job  was  completed  late  in  the  fall.  Jack  Sanborn  &  Son,  of  Amesbury,  was  the 
contract  recipient.  Fortunately,  while  the  fire  alarm  electricians  were  working 
at  the  peak  of  our  arched  ceiling,  we  were  able  to  have  them  install  three  paddle 
fans  to  reduce  heating  costs  in  the  winter  and  cooling  costs  in  the  summer.  Most 
importantly,  now  our  valuable  collection  and  building  are  protected  from  the 
ravages  of  fire  every  moment  of  the  day  and  night.  We  anticipate  turning  money 
back  to  the  town  from  the  total  appropriated. 

The  Trustees  are  pleased  to  report  the  purchase  of  several  major  items  from 
state  grant  monies.  Foremost  among  these  is  a  Follett  In-House  Circulation  com¬ 
puter  system.  The  entire  system  consisting  of  hardware,  software,  bar  codes,  cir¬ 
culation  cards,  etc.  cost  approximately  $5,000  dollars.  The  system  is  also  com¬ 
patible  with  our  prior  computer  materials  and  greatly  expands  our  speed  and  range 
of  services.  Grant  monies  were  also  used  to  purchase  a  much  needed  storage/utility 
shed. 

As  in  prior  years,  the  “Friends  of  the  Library”  continue  to  be  an  active  and 
valuable  support  group.  Their  annual  fund  raiser,  the  “Harvest  Festival”,  is  not 
only  highly  successful  but  has  grown  to  become  a  well  established  tradition.  Their 
support  of  our  growing  children’s  programs  is  substantial.  Beyond  all  these  ac- 
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tivities,  though,  the  Trustees  wish  to  compliment  the  “Friends”  for  their  well 
received  monthly  guest  speakers’  program  (held  in  the  evenings). 

Finally,  the  Trustees  accepted  with  deep  regret  the  resignation  of  Tom  E.H. 
Tucker,  in  September,  due  to  health  reasons.  In  November,  Linda  Claeys  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  election.  We  wish  her  a  long 
and  productive  tenure.

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PLAYGROUND  COMMISSION 

To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac 

The  Merrimac  Playground  Commission  meets  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month 
from  March  through  October  at  7:00  PM  at  the  Merrimac  Public  Library. 

During  the  1989  season,  all  athletic  fields  were  fertilized.  All  ball  fields  were 
rototilled  on  a  regular  basis  and  filled  with  a  new  mixture.  The  Storage  building 
on  Stevens  Field  was  improved  greatly  thanks  to  many  generous  benefactors.  We, 
are,  grateful  to  Dennis  Brodie  and  the,  Haverhill  Gas  Company  for  their  donation 
of  the  gas:  hook-up;  to  Jim  David  for  donating  heating  supplies;  to  Henry  J.  Becker 
for  the  donation  of  a  nearly  new  heating  system;  to  Larry  Fisher  and  Bob  Peters 
for  donating  the  electrical  service  and  materials;  to  Mike  Buzzell  for  his  work 
on  the  cement  floor;  to  the  Lions  Club  who  supplied  funds  for  the  lumber  sup¬ 
plies;  to  Wes  Bishop,  our  employee,  who  has  spent  many  hours  working  on  the 
building  so  that  this  spring  the  Commission  can  have  an  office  as  well  as  a  storage 
area.  Our  thanks  also  to  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Light  and  Water  Depart¬ 
ment  for  their  work  and  cooperation  in  coordinating  efforts  for  our  refubishing 
work.  Scott  Maker  provided  us  with  his  help  in  sodding. 

The  Soccer  Field  at  Town  Forest  needed  to  be  reseeded  and  regraded  so  that 
the  fall  and  spring  home  games  were  cancelled.  George  and  Gerry  Lay  of  Layco 
Inc.  donated  many  hours  of  labor  and  much  equipment  to  help  improve  this  site. 
We  are  most  grateful  to  them.  The  Merrimac  Lions  Club  and  Soccer  Club  also 
made  donations  to  help  in  this  endeavor.  We  plan  on  using  the  fields  again  this 
coming  fall. 

Because  our  ball  field  facilities  are  no  longer  adequate  to  handle  the  growing 
number  of  groups:  who  wish  to  use  them,  the  Selectmen  granted  the  Commission 
a  7  year  lease  on  land  in  the  Emery  Street-Middle  Road  area.  The  Commission 
hopes  to  develop  two  soccer  fields,  two  minor  league  fields,  and  an  adult  softball 
field  is  our  first  priorities.  Because  of  limited  financial  resources,  we  hope  that 
the  townspeople  will  continue  to  support  us  with  donations  of  time,  equipment, 
and  materials  as  they  have  done  in  the  past.  A  special  thanks  to  Ken  Merrill  and 
his  group  who  sponsored  a  Halloween  Dance  and  donated  half  the  proceeds  to 
playground  activities. 

The  new  rules  and  regulations  went  into  effect  for  Indian  Head  Park  this  past 
summer.  Stickers  are  sold  daily  from  10-4  during  the  latter  part  of  June  and  all 
of  July  by  the  gate  attendant.  The  cost  is  $10  per  car.  Police  officers  are  on  duty 
weekends  during  the  season.  New  fencing  was  installed  to  give  protection  to  the 
neighbors  and  to  the  beach  area.  Vandalism  is  still  a  major  concern,  and  the  Com¬ 
mission  will  again  address  this  in  the  spring.  The  Red  Cross  continued  to  provide 
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free  swimming  lessons  for  townspeople  one  day  a  week  during  July  and  August. 
Our  thanks  to  the  Highway  Department  and  to  the  Police  Department  for  their 
efforts  in  helping  to  maintain  the  beach  for  the  benefit  of  the  townspeople. 

Carey  Park  was  mowed  weekly  and  was  fertilized.  Bulbs  and  several  shrubs 
were  also  planted.  Imdya  Sheehan  and  Elizabeth  Williams,  two  sixth  graders,  will 
be  planting  trees  as  part  of  an  Earth  Day  project  under  the  guidance  of  Ms.  Ann 
Jones,  the  REACH  teacher.  We  appreciate  all  their  efforts  to  help  beautify  the 
environment. 

The,  Summer  Supervised  play  Program  continued  to  be  very  successful.  More 
than  200  children  were  registered  for  the  six  week  program.  Activities  included 
arts,  crafts,  games,  and  sports.  The  Commission  thanks  the  Arts  Lottery  Council 
for  a  grant  which  provided  funds  for  a  presentation  by  the  Boston  Childrens’ 
Theatre.  Weekly  day  trips  were  a  highlight  of  the  program.  The  Commission  wishes 
to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Merrimac  Lions  Club  for  their  continued  finan¬ 
cial  support  of  this  program. 

The  Commission  sponsored  the  volleyball  and  ping  pong  tournaments  as  their 
contribution  to  the  Old  Home  Day  Celebration.  Thanks  to  Jeanne  Schlitt  for  her 
coordination  of  these  events.  We  hope  that  more  teams  will  enter  the  competition 
this  year. 

The  William  Bickford  Memorial  Award,  given  annually  to  a  Babe  Ruth  player 
who  demonstrates  outstanding  sportsmanship,  was  presented  to  Michael  Gozycki. 

The  Commission  has  a  representative  on  the  School  Building  project.  As  part 
of  the  site  improvement,  two  new  tennis  courts  will  be  built,  and  new  fencing 
will  be  provided  for  the  Little  League  Field.  No  playing  area  has  been  given  to 
the  School  Committee,  but  some  lands  abutting  the  school  will  be,  donated  in 
order  to  make  the  project  more  beneficial  to  the  town. 

Finally,  the  Commission  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  their  dedicated 
employees  for  their  efforts  throughout  the  recreation  season.  We  continue  to  be 
overwhelmed  and  gratified  by  the  generosity  of  the  townspeople.

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  have  contracted  with  a  professional  engineer 
to  design  the  installation  of  a  belt  filter  press  which  is  95%  completed. 

The  following  items  pertaining  to  cost  and  energy  savings  have  been  incorporated 
into  the  department’s  operation  during  the  year. 

1.  Repair  of  digester  decant  valve  -  over  one  million  gallons  of  digestor 
supernatant  decanted  to  plant  headworks,  saving  an  estimated 
$45,000  in  dewatering  costs.

8  .  Implementing  a  system  of  purchase  orders. 

9 .  Requiring  all  laboratory  testing  for  industrial/commercial  users  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  Individual  business. 

1  0 .  Participation  in  the  Merrimack  Valley  Consortium  for 

Water/ Wastewater  Treatment  Facilities  to  obtain  best  prices  on  bulk 
purchases  on  chemicals  and  equipment  needs. 

During  the  year  75,750,000  gallons  of  raw  sewerage  was  treated. 
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800,000  gallons  of  sludge  was  dewatered  and  disposed  of  at  the  town  landfill.

Annual  Report 
Conservation  Commission 

Administering  Massachusetts  General  Law  131,  Section  40  at  the  local  town 
level  becomes  no  easier  with  the  strain  of  funds  from  the  state.  Locally,  our  all¬ 
volunteer  commission  has  always  served  without  pay  but  relies  upon  a  staff  of 
career  administrators  at  the  state  level  for  support.  Having  no  local  laws  of  our 
own,  we  relie  on  the  state  for  help  with  interpretation  of  the  laws  and  their  ap¬ 
plication.  When  a  particular  situation  that  the  commission  passes  uoon  is  ques¬ 
tioned  by  abutters  or  a  group  of  interested  citizens,  it  is  the  Massachusetts  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Enviromental  Protection  that  will  hear  appeals  and  act  thereon. 

With  the  cutting  of  all  state  department  budgets  and  the  resulting  cutbacks 
of  personnel,  access  to  professional  help  in  deciding  matters  of  wetland  distur¬ 
bance  and  development  has  been  slowed  to  a  point  of  anguish  for  people  seeking 
confirmation  or  relief  under  the  laws.  On  the  more  positive  side,  however,  the 
DEP  filed  for  legislative  relief  of  their  own  in  ’89  which  will  allow  them  to  charge 
fees  at  the  local  level  for  affected  residents.  This  means  that  starting  in  November 
of  ’89  even  our  own  conservation  commission  will  be  self-funded  by  residents 
coming  before  it. 

It  will  take  a  while  before  the  peviously  standing  backlog  is  cleared.  There 
is  also  the  problem  of  unfinished  projects  that  accumulate  during  adverse  economic 
times  which  will  require  extension  and  possibly  new  orders  of  conditions  depen¬ 
ding  on  the  ravages  of  nature  in  the  meantime.  Still,  progress  cannot  be  made 
without  new  funding  which  now  requires  economic  development. 

Other  than  to  pay  for  the  services  of  a  recording  secretary,  the  conservation 
commission  has  never  required  large  amounts  of  funding.  However,  that  will 
change.  Wherever  we  see  a  need  for  protection  of  water  supply  or  town  aquifer, 
there  is  a  need  for  demarcation  and  protection  of  wetlands.  In  time,  the  town 
will  want  to  undertake  a  new  master  plan  and  probably  want  to  alter  zoning,  but 
a  comprehensive  mapping  of  wetlands  throughout  the  town  should  come  first. 
Spending  for  such  a  project  will  require  a  commitment  of  capital  funds  far  beyond 
anything  undertaken  by  any  town  conservation  commission. 

Meanwhile,  the  commission  is  dependent  upon  public  cooperation  for  what 
protection  is  able  to  be  be  given  to  our  wetlands.  Personal  judgement  is  what 
counts  most  here.  Without  a  conservation  officer  or  field  aide,  the  personal  time 
of  commission  members  is  what  we  relie  upon  to  establish  wetlands  in  need  of 
protection.

The  Board  denied  a  variance  to  one  resident  who  wanted  to  create  a 
new  building  lot  by  dividing  his  property  in  half,  where  his  original  lot 
lacked  the  required  size. 
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DENIED  after  hearing  an  appeal: 

Certain  residents  challenged  the  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  to 
issue  a  permit  for  a  new  home  on  Birch  Meadow  loop  in  a  three  unit 
subdivision  allowed  by  the  Planning  Board  with  its  endorsement,  “ap¬ 
proval  not  required.’’  The  Board  denied  the  appeal,  and  these  residents 
have  brought  suit  against  the  Town  in  an  effort  to  block  the  new  home. 

OTHER  BUSINESS  OF  NOTE: 

The  Town  Meeting  approved  an  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Bylaw  which 
prohibits  new  two  family  dwellings  in  all  parts  of  Town  except  in  that 
zoned  residential.  After  her  petition  for  a  special  permit  was  denied,  one 
resident  filed  suit  to  challange  this  amendment. 

Town  Counsel  Ashod  Amirian,  Dorothy  Grazier,  and  Ellen  Evans  represented 
the  Board  in  mediation  which  settled  a  suit  by  the  Hillside  Terrace  Corporation 
to  secure  more  favorable  conditions  for  a  comprehensive  permit  to  build  twenty 
units.  The  most  difficult  matter  involved  the  right  to  water  and  sewer  hookups 
needed  to  complete  the  construction.  Part  of  this  development  will  permit  owner¬ 
ship  by  low  and  moderate  income  families. 

Philip  Parry  was  appointed  to  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  which  was  left  by 
Dorothy  Grazier  at  the  end  of  1988.  Dorothy  Grazier  served  as  an  alternate  and 
associate  member  whenever  any  Board  member  was  unavailable.  The  Board  ap¬ 
preciates  the  efforts  of  the  Selectmen  this  year  in  maintaining  the  Board  at  full 
capacity.  Once  again  Susan  Clark  provided  many  hours  of  professional  service 
to  the  Board  as  its  secretary.  We  thank  the  Assessor’s  Office  and  the  Building 
Inspector  for  their  fullest  cooperation  this  year.  I  thank  my  colleagues  on  the  Board 
for  their  good  service  to  the  Town  this  year.

Whittier  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is  entering  its  seventeenth 
year.  To  date,  we  have  graduated  4440  students  from  a  regular  day  school  pro¬ 
gram  and  672  students  from  our  post  secondary  courses. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  School  Improvement  Law  (Chapter  188), 
Whittier  has  accomplished  the  following: 

1.  The  School  Improvement  Council 

The  School  Improvement  Council  comprised  of  administrators,  teachers, 
parents,  and  students  has  met  and  will  be  recommending  projects  using 
grant  monies  in  the  amount  of  $2,751.00. 

2.  Horace  Mann  Grant 

Progress  is  ongoing  in  three  projects  approved  by  the  School  Committee 
for  teachers  to  develop  various  proposals  which  could  result  in  student 
benefit:  A  Newsletter  for  the  Freshman,  A  Project  on  Drug  and  Alcohol 
Abuse  Problems,  and  a  continuation  of  the  Computer  Software  Evalua¬ 
tion  Process. 

Prior  Horace  Mann  Grants  are  being  implemented  in  Public  Relations 
publications,  curriculum  updates/revisions,  computer  facilities  and 
software. 

Recently  Whittier  Regional  has  implemented  procedures,  installated 
systems,  modified  existing  systems  and  devices,  and  is  proceeding  with 
the  remainder  of  over  $540,000  in  energy  grants.  The  measures  involv¬ 
ed  are  savings  of  energy  through  exhaust  air  heat  recovery,  room  and 
shop  air  circulation  systems,  lighting  fixtures  and  lamp  replacement, 
sawdust  recovery  filters  and  heated  air  recirculation,  and  conversion  to 
gas  energy  alternatives.  These  measurers  have  enabled  the  school  to 
decrease  its  energy  needs  and,  therefore,  result  in  savings  to  the 
communities. 
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Whittier  Regional  has  recently  progressed  an  update  to  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  school  accreditation  and  recommen¬ 
dations  have  been  implemented. 

Whittier  Regional  has  recently  successfully  undergone  an  entensive  State 
Department  Chapter  74  audit.  This  audit  involves  an  on-site  visitation 
by  a  team  of  experts  with  specialty  in  vocational  program  areas  and  cur- 
riculums  and  has  resulted  in  continuing  program  approval  and  state  and 
federal  funding.

The  academic  program  for  1989  continued  successfully  with  its  strong  em¬ 
phasis  on  reading,  language  arts,  and  mathematics.  The  program  was  enhanced 
by  the  army  of  volunteer  adults  who  participated  with  the  children  in  The  Read 
Aloud  Program. 

Committee  members  Patricia  Munz  and  Philip  Cosgrove  co-chaired  the  Mer¬ 
rimac  School  Building  Committee  to  complete  the  planning  of  additions  and 
renovations  to  the  Helen  R.  Donaghue  and  Dr.  Frederick  N.  Sweetsir  elemen¬ 
tary  schools.  Completed  plans  are  scheduled  to  be  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  (S.B.A.B.)  by  June,  1990. 

Student  enrichment  activities  are  always  a  special  part  of  the  Merrimac  school 
program.  In  January,  the  Poobley  Greegy  Puppet  Theatre  performed,  and  the 
Reach  enrichment  program  raised  $1,043.00  for  programs,  field  trips,  materials, 
and  equipment. 

In  February,  the  100  Days  Celebration  centered  around  the  100  these  with 
activities  and  exhibits.

The  Special  Olympics  brought  many  proud  moments  when  our  special  olym¬ 
pians  competed  in  Danvers. 

The  following  were  named  Horace  Mann  teachers  and  worked  on  special 
projects  throughout  the  year:  Gail  DiNaro,  Andrea  Kangas,  Lucia  DePamphilis, 
Martha  Williams,  and  Virginia  Salter. 

Federal  regulations  required  the  School  Committee  to  embark  upon  a  pro¬ 
ject  of  asbestos  removal  from  the  schools. 

The  Committee  remains  active  in  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School 
Committees,  participating  in  the  drafting  and  support  of  legislation  which  affects 
schools. 

The  Committee  is  proud  of  its  schools  and  its  programs  and  genuinely  ap¬ 
preciates  the  wide  ranging  community  support  for  the  Merrimac  schools.

Annual  Report  -  Fiscal  1989 

To  the  Citizens  of  Groveland,  Merrimac,  and  West  Newbury: 

In  fiscal  1989,  the  administration  and  staff  at  Pentucket  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Schools  continued  to  provide  an  excellent  comprehensive  education  for  our 
students.  Our  teachers  again  proved  themselves  to  be  excellent  educators.  Part 
of  the  proof  lies  in  the  direction  taken  by  the  class  of  1989.  Of  the  150  graduates, 
74%  headed  off  to  schools  of  higher  learning.  The  1989  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 
(S.A.T.)  results  showed  Pentucket  students  scoring  above  state  and  national 
averages. 

On  a  more  somber  note,  retirement  stole  away  some  of  our  most  respected 
teachers  and  staff.  We  say  goodbye  and  good  luck  to  science  teacher  Melvin 
Pollack,  music  teacher  Frank  Esile,  librarian  Ruth  Parker,  and,  from  the 
Superintendent’s  office,  Sandra  Paquin. 

Good  news  filled  1989.  Pentucket  received  an  encouraging  report  from  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  Although  two  issues  crucial 
to  continued  accreditation  need  more  attention,  both  the  construction  of  an  im¬ 
proved  media  center  and  handicapped  accessibility  will  be  addressed  by  the  pro¬ 
posed  building  projects.  As  you  might  expect,  the  building  project  was  a  priority 
for  the  school  committee  in  1989.  The  building  committee  met  on  a  regular  basis 
as  the  members  continued  their  efforts  to  coordinate  the  project  with  state  and 
local  officials  and  the  architect. 

Also,  there  was  plenty  of  construction  work  going  on  within  the  walls  of 
the  Junior  High  Building.  Institution  of  a  middle  school  philosophy  and  program 
got  off  to  a  successful  start  for  the  students  in  grades  7  and  8.  With  staff  and 
school  committee  approval,  we  can  be  assured  that  the  goal  of  improving  the 
educational  opportunities  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  will  be  realized. 

This  year  was  also  an  important  year  for  ninth  graders.  To  help  them  along 
in  their  first  year  of  high  school,  a  ninth  grade  study  committee  met  regularly 
in  an  effort  to  identify  arising  from  the  transition  from  middle  school  to  the  high 
school  program. 

The  students  of  the  Junior  High  building  kept  busy  with  a  variety  of  activities 
that  went  beyond  their  classroom  work.  There  was  the  Invention  Convention, 
the  Academic  Fair,  Computer  Challenge  Bowl,  as  well  as  drama  productions  and 
intramural  sports.  An  increasing  number  of  students  were  involved  in  communi¬ 
ty  projects  such  as  helping  to  provide  food  for  the  needy,  visits  to  our  senior 
citizens,  and  raising  funds  for  the  family  of  a  sick  classmate. 
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Student  at  the  High  School  also  made  a  mark  in  the  community.  They  raised 
money  for  the  scholarship  fund,  Heart  Association,  Red  Cross,  and  assisted  the 
Groveland  Council  on  Aging.  Students  Against  Drunk  Drivers  continued  to  play 
an  active  role  in  keeping  1989  a  safe  year  for  most  of  their  classmates. 

Academically,  one  of  the  most  noteworthy  highlights  was  Pentucket’s  selec¬ 
tion  as  one  of  eleven  (11)  state  winners  in  the  National  Secondary  School  Recogni¬ 
tion  Program. 

This  year  also  proved  to  be  successful  for  our  school  athletes.  Pentucket  foot¬ 
ball  coach  and  Coach  of  the  Year,  Steve  Hayden  led  our  students  to  a  Cape  Ann 
League  Football  Championship,  and  students  cheered  year  long  to  the  success 
of  the  tennis  team  (which  posted  its  best  record),  girls  basketball,  softball,  and 
the  soccer  teams.  In  addition,  there  were  numerous  outstanding  individual 
accomplishments . 

Outstanding  recognition  was  not  solely  the  realm  of  the  students.  Marilyn 
Hershfield,  a  Social  Studies  Department  teacher,  was  selected  to  participate  in 
an  enrichment  program  dealing  with  authority,  democracy,  and  the  citizenship 
of  women.  Richard  Olsen  was  recognized  by  the  American  Association  of  Teachers 
of  German,  and  art  teacher  Peter  Bodge  was  honored  when  a  piece  of  his  art¬ 
work  was  put  on  display  at  the  Smithsonian  Institute. 

It  is  apparent  that  things  are  going  well  at  Pentucket.  Students  are  proposing 
and  striving  for  excellence  under  the  direction  of  our  educators. 

No,  we  have  not  and  cannot  escape  all  the  ills  of  society,  but  we  can  be  pro¬ 
ud  of  our  young  adults  and  be  confident  in  their  abilities  to  put  forth  the  ideas 
and  values  we  have  tried  to  build  for  them.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  respect¬ 
fully  submit  this  report  on  behalf  of  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee.

GREETINGS: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  to  meet  in  the  Dr. 
Frederick  N.  Sweetsir  School  in  Merrimac  on  May  7,  1990  at  8:00  PM  to  act 
on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

ARTICLE  1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  compensation 
of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  41,  Section  108  as  amended;  Moderator,  Town  Clerk,  Three  Selectmen, 
Three  Assessors,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  Three  Commissioners 
of  Municipal  Light,  Three  Water  Commissioners,  Three  Sewer  Commissioners, 
and  raise,  appropriate  or  transfer  sums  of  money  therefore  and  to  determine  sums 
of  money  to  be  raised,  or  transferred  to  defray  the  necessary  and  usual  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  Fiscal  Year  commencing  July  1 ,  1990  and  make 
appropriations  for  the  same,  said  sums  of  money  so  raised,  appropriated  or 
transferred  to  be  expended  for  specific  purposes  to  be  voted;  or  take  any  other 
actions  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  an¬ 
ticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  July  1,  1990  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  44,  Section 
17;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  from 
the  Electric  Light  Operating  Balance,  said  money  to  be  used  by  the  Assessors 
with  the  estimated  receipts  to  fix  the  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July 
1,  1990;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  from 
the  sale  of  Cemetery  lots,  such  sum  or  part  thereof,  to  be  expended  under  the 
directions  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees  for  the  “Care,  Improvement,  and  Embellish¬ 
ment’’  of  said  Cemeteries,  according  to  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
114,  Section  14  and  section25;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  benefits  provided  under 
Chapter  760,  “An  act  providing  State  Aid  for  Free  Public  Libraries’’,  or  take 
any  other  actions  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  Sanitary  Landfill  for  fiscal  year  1991;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  pay  Haley  and  Ward  Engineer¬ 
ing  Company  for  services  of  supervision  and  inspection  of  sanitary  landfill  for 
the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1 ,  1990;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  the  reserve  fund  for  appropriation  for 
revaluation. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  perform  duties  and  incur  expenses  relating  to  any  equalization  or  revaluation 
of  the  Town;  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  hire  themselves  at  the  rate 
of  $10.00  per  hour  and  to  hire  such  other  necessary  assistance  as  the  Board  of 
Assessors  may  deam  necessary  or  convenient;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  Interest  on  Bond  Anticipation  Notes  for  the  Water  Filter  Bond. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  Rent  Control  Board  expenses. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Section 
thirteen  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  General  Laws  which  pro¬ 
vides  that  the  town  shall  idemnify  and  save  harmless  municipal  officers,  elected 
or  appointed,  from  personal  financial  loss  and  expense  including  reasonable  legal 
fees  and  costs,  if  any,  in  an  amount  to  exceed  one  million. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  granting  of  an  ease¬ 
ment  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  existing  encroachment  regarding  the  Wendt 
property. 
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ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  removal  of  asbestos  from  the  Helen  R.  Donaghue  and  Dr.  Frederick 
N.  Sweetsir  Schools  in  accordance  with  the  federal  Asbestos  Hazard  Emergency 
Response  Act  (AHERA)  published  October  30,  1987. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  meet  a  by-law  relative  to  prohibit 
skate  boarding  in  the  following  Merrimac  Square  area  being  described  as: 

(a)  School  St.  -  Lancaster  Court  to  Merrimac  Square 

(b)  East  Main  St.  -  Broad  Street  to  Merrimac  Square 

(c)  West  Main  St.  -  Littles  Court  to  Merrimac  Square 

(d)  Church  St.  -  Mechanic  Street  to  Merrimac  Square 
including  Merrimac  Square  itself. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  lawn  mower  tractor  for  the 
Playground  Commission  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  purchase  a  fire  truck  for  the 
Town  of  Merrimac. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  an  ambulance  for  the  fire 
department. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  changes  to  the  Sewer 
Use  Ordinance  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  II.  Sec.  3.  Prohibition.  Paragraph  C.  Any  waters  or  wastes  hav¬ 
ing  a  pH  lower  than  5.5  or  having  any  other  corrosive  property  capable  of  caus¬ 
ing  damage  or  hazard  to  structures,  equipment  and  personnel  of  the  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  plant. 

Changed  to:  Any  waters  or  wastes  having  a  pH  lower  than  6.5  or  having 
any  other  corrosive  property  capable  of  causing  damage  or  hazard  to  the  treat¬ 
ment  process,  structures,  equipment  and  personnel  of  the  sewage  treatment  plant. 

Article  II.  Sec.  4.  Discretionary  Powers  of  Prohibition.  Paragraph  H.  Any 
water  or  wastes  having  a  pH  in  excess  of  9.5. 

Changed  to:  Any  water  or  wastes  having  a  pH  in  excess  of  8.5. 
ARTICLE  II  Sec.  9.  Analyses.  All  industries  discharging  into  a  public  sewer 
shall  perform  such  monitoring  of  their  discharges  as  the  Board  of  Sewer  Com¬ 
missioners  and/or  other  duly  authorized  employees  of  the  Town  may  reasonably 
require,  including  installations,  use,  and  maintenance  of  monitoring  equipment, 
keeping  records  and  reporting  the  results  of  such  monitoring  to  the  Sewer  Com¬ 
mission.  Such  records  shall  be  made  available  upon  request  by  the  Sewer  Com¬ 
mission  to  other  agencies  having  jurisdiction  over  discharges  to  the  receiving 
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waters.  All  measurements,  tests,  collection  of  samples  and  analyses  of  the 
characteristics  of  waters,  and  wastes  to  which  reference  is  made  in  this  ordiance 
shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  latest  edition  of  “Standard  Methods 
for  the  Examination  of  Water  and  Wastewater”,  published  by  the  American  Public 
Health  Association,  and  shall  be  determined  at  the  control  manhole  provided, 
or  upon  suitable  samples  taken  at  said  control  manhole.  In  the  event  that  no  special 
manhole  has  been  provided,  the  control  manhole  shall  be  determinerd  by  the  Sewer 
Commission.  Sampling  shall  be  carried  out  by  customarily  accpeted  methods  to 
reflect  the  effect  of  constituents  upon  the  sewage  works  and  to  determine  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  hazards  to  life,  limb  and  property.  (The  particular  analyses  involved 
will  determine  whether  a  twenty-four  (24)  hour  composite  of  all  outfalls  of  a 
premise  is  appropriate  or  whether  a  grab  samples  should  be  taken.) 

Changed  to:  All  industries  discharging  into  a  public  sewer  shall  perform  such 
monitoring  of  their  discharges  as  US  EPA  and  Mass  DEQE  and  the  Board  of 
Sewer  Commissioners  and/or  other  duly  authorized  employees  of  the  Town  may 
reasonably  require,  including  installation,  use,  and  maintenance  of  monitoring 
equipment,  keeping  records  and  reporting  the  results  of  scuh  monitoring  mon¬ 
thly  to  the  Sewer  Commission.  Such  records  shall  be  made  available  upon  re¬ 
quest  by  the  Sewer  Commission  to  other  agencies  having  jurisdiction  over 
discharges  to  the  receiving  waters.  All  measurements,  tests,  collection  of  samples 
and  analyses  of  the  characteristics  of  waters  and  wastes  to  which  refernece  is 
made  is  this  ordinance  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  latest  edition 
of  “Standard  Methods  for  the  Examination  of  Water  and  Wastewater”,  publish¬ 
ed  by  the  American  Public  Health  Association,  and  shall  be  determined  at  the 
control  manhole  provided,  or  upon  suitable  samples  taken  at  said  control  manhole 
and  during  in-plant  compliance  monitoring  inspection.  In  the  event  that  no  special 
manhole  has  been  provided,  the  control  manhole  shall  be  determined  by  the  Sewer 
Commission.  Sampling  shall  be  carried  out  by  customarily  accepted  methods  in 
order  to  determine  the  existence  of  hazards  to  life,  limb  and  property  compliance 
with  USEPA,  MADEQE  and  local  effluent  discharge  regulations,  (the  particular 
analyses  involved  will  determine  whether  a  twenty-four  (24)  hour  composite  of 
all  outfalls  of  a  premise  is  appropriate  or  whether  a  grab  sample  or  samples  should 
be  taken.) 

Article  III.  Sec.  II.  Special  agreements.  No  statement  contained  in  this  arti¬ 
cle  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  any  special  agreement  or  arrangement  bet¬ 
ween  the  Town  and  any  industrial  concern  whereby  an  industrial  waste  of  unusual 
strength  or  character  may  be  accepted  by  the  Town  for  treatment,  subject  to  pay¬ 
ment  therefore,  by  the  industrial  concern  provided  that  such  agreements  do  not 
contravene  any  requirements  of  existing  Federal  laws  and  are  compatible  with 
any  User  Charge  and  Industrial  Cost  Recovery  System  in  effect.  Add  the  follow¬ 
ing:  At  no  time  shall  the  pretreated  effluent  discharge  from  any  industrial  or  com¬ 
mercial  user  exceed  1/2  the  maximum  daily  limits  of  any  metals  as  determined 
by  current  Federal  and  State  regulations. 
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ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  transfer  from  the  Capital  Development 
Fund-Sewer  and/or  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  pro¬ 
curing  and  installing  a  belt  filter  press  (BFP)  and  auxiliary  polymer  feed  system 
and  modifying  and  existing  suldge  conveyor  system. 

Purpose:  To  provide  an  on-site  sludge  dewatering  capability. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  transfer  from  the  Capital  Development 
Fund-Sewer  and/or  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  erec¬ 
ting  a  roof  over  the  sludge  storage  pit. 

Purpose:  To  provide  for  temporary  storage  of  sludge  during  inclement  weather. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  sell  an  existing  piece  of  equipment  (Dual- 
Cell  Gravity  Thickener)  to  empower  the  Sewer  Commission  to  administer  the 
details  of  the  sale  and  to  use  the  funds  realized  from  the  sale  to  reduce  the  ap¬ 
propriations  in  Articles  20  and  21. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Sewer  Use  By-Law 
by  adding  Article  VI,  Section  6. 

As  follows:  “Debt  Service’’  -  For  capital  improvements  to  the  wastewater  col¬ 
lection  and  treatment  system,  (i.e.  beyond  the  original  capital  investment)  the 
sewer  commission  may  levy  an  appropriate  fee  as  a  part  of  the  annual  user  charge 
fee  system.  Such  fee  to  be  determined  according  to  the  benefit  to  the  users  of 
the  system  in  accordance  with  Mass  General  Laws. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Bylaws  and 
Map  by  changing  the  strip  of  land  in  the  rear  of  Church  Street  sTarting  with  pro¬ 
perty  of  Roy  RigorDaEva  and  running  along  the  land  formerly  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  to  Liberty  Street  from  Industrial  to  Residential  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  Mass.  General  Law,  Chapter  59. 
Section  57C  regarding  quarterly  tax  payments  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  purchase  a  truck  for  the 
Highway  Department.
